Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Whiston  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1962. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  community  has 
remained  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  was  11.8  per  thousand.  The  adjusted 
death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.9. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  20  shows  an  increase  compared  with 
the  previous  year  and  is  slightly  higher  than  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  which  is  18. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  24.9  per  thousand  live  births  com¬ 
pared  with  19.9  during  1961.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
21.4. 

There  was  1  maternal  death  notified  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  623  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified 
and  of  these  555  were  cases  of  Measles. 

There  were  5  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the 
year.  10  cases  were  notified  compared  with  14  during  the  previous 
year.  3  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified. 

No  cases  of  Diptheria  or  Poliomyelitis  were  notified. 

There  were  3  houses  demolished  and  2  houses  closed  during  the 
year  in  connection  with  the  slum  clearance  programme. 
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In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  thanks  to  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  encourage¬ 
ment  during  the  year,  and  also  to  the  Officials  of  the  Council,  in 
particular  Mr.  Corscadden,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for 
their  assistance  at  all  times.

Houses  connected  to  public  mains  —  New  houses  :  1396. 
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The  overall  supply  at  the  end  of  the  year  from  public  mains  was  to 
13.390  houses  serving  an  estimated  population  of  44,370,  whilst  6  dwelling- 
houses  received  their  supply  from  standpipes  connected  to  the  public  main. 

In  the  1  ai  ish  ol  llalewood  there  was  some  lack  of  pressure  in  part  of 
the  Parish  and  a  new  mains  supply  is  now  constructed. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

A  new  sewage  disposal  works  is  under  construction  in  Halewood  to 
provide  for  existing  and  anticipated  development  in  Hale  and  Halewood. 
There  is  also  a  new  sewage  disposal  works  under  construction  in  Cronton  to 
provide  lor  part  of  existing  housing  and  for  anticipated  development. 

The  conversion  of  privy  middens  was  continued  and  there  is  now  only 
one  in  the  Rural  District. 

1325  new  houses  built  in  the  Rural  District  were  connected  to  the 
sewerage  system  during  the  year  and  27  to  approved  septic  tanks. 

CLEAN  AIR. 

The  work  carried  out  by  the  three  Schools  within  the  area  i.e.  Notre 
Dame  High  School  for  Girls,  Longview  Secondary  Modern  School  and  Whiston 
Secondary  Modern  Boys’  School  continued,  and  the  level  of  interest  of  the 
students  was  maintained. 

It  is  now  a  condition  of  tenancy  that  the  302  houses  on  the  first  part  of 
the  Sugar  Lane  Estate  should  burn  smokeless  fuel. 

In  the  Halewood  area  the  preparations  for  the  .declaration  of  a  Smoko 
Control  Area  were  continued  in  readiness  for  submission  to  the  Ministry. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT. 

The  work  of  the  lull- tune  Rodent  Operator  continued  and  the  following 
table  indicates  the  number  of  inspections  carried  out.

The  total  number  of  schools  in  the  Rural  District  is  34  and  whilst  the 
majority  are  satisfactory  in  most  respects  some  fall  short  by  reason  of  the

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  only  offensive  trade  which  exists  in  the  district  is  that  of  a  tripe 
boiler.  Routine  inspections  show  that  the  premises  are  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

HOUSING. 

1357  dwellings  were  erected  during  the  year.  3  houses  were  demolished 
and  2  houses  closed  as  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

During  the  year,  3,676  visits  were  made  to  1,171  premises  in  connection 
with  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts.  107  informal  notices  were  served 
and  5  statutory  notices. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

These  are  concentrated  on  six  sites.  The  main  site  comprises  approxi¬ 
mately  180  caravans  and  enjoys  a  high  standard  of  amenities,  including 
mains  water  supply,  proper  drainage  facilities  and  communal  sanitary  blocks 
which  also  include  bathing  facilities.  Regular  inspections  are  made  during 
the  year. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

During  the  year  487  visits  were  made  to  food  premises.  75  contraven¬ 
tions  were  discovered  and  76  were  remedied  during  the  year.  21  informal 
notices  were  served  and  all  were  complied  with.  The  types  of  food  businesses

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  continued  their  regular  visits  to  the 
broiler  house  in  Rainhill  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  standard  of  hygiene 
throughout  the  premises  is  being  maintained  at  a  high  level.
